A PAEDOPHILE who downloaded 
more than 4,000 sick images of 
child abuse has been jailed for 18 
months. 

Nicholas Axon, 60, from Longbeech, Charing, 
was arrested in July, last year. 

His home was raided by Kent Police after 
they received a tip-off from another force they 
will not identify. 

Police seized Axon’s computer and other 
equipment under a search warrant, and the 
digital forensics unit discovered the images on 
the computer’s hard drive. The total of 4,372 
pictures included 60 level five category 
images, which involve sadism and animals. 

Axon was charged with eight offences of dis¬ 
tributing indecent images of children and 15 
offences of making indecent images. 

Det Con Jo Gordon, of Kent Police’s Public 
Protection Unit, said: “By distributing child 
abuse images and fantasising about them in 
chat with others, Axon continued to victimise 
the children involved.” 

Axon pleaded guilty to all 23 offences at 
Maidstone Magistrates’ Court last month. 

He will have to sign the sex offenders regis¬ 
ter and is subject to a sexual offence preven¬ 
tion order (SOPO). 

This is a civil order designed to protect the 
public. It might include such things as restrict¬ 
ing access to the internet. Axon will have to 
obey any conditions imposed on him for at 
least five years. If he breaches them he could 
face five years in jail. The head of Kent Police’s

Locals angered 
by college's plan 
for care home

A GRAND Victorian house 
used as halls of residence 
at Wye College could soon 
be transformed into an eld¬ 
erly care village. 

A full planning application has 
now been made to Ashford council 
by the site’s owners Imperial 
College to build a 40-bed care home, 
and 132 one- and two-bedroom care 
suites at Withersdane Hall. 

The hall was originally purchased 
by the college to house students in 
1945. However, Imperial ended all 
agricultural courses at Wye in 2005 
and the site has been largely 
unused for more than two years. 

The move has angered local peo¬ 
ple who feel Imperial has gone back 
on its intention not to develop the 
site until 2014. 

They feel by demolishing the 
accommodation it will mean that 
the college will no longer be a viable 
educational centre in the future. 

Yourashford recently reported the 
private University of Buckingham 
has expressed an interest in using 
the campus in the village centre. 

But Savills, the property manage¬ 
ment company employed by 
Imperial, says it has exhausted all 
avenues to find a college that would 


be willing to take Withersdane on. 

In a letter supporting the applica¬ 
tion, property manager for Imperial 
Nigel Buck said: “There is no 
prospect of any academic future for 
the Imperial facilities at Wye. 
Continued objections to the pro¬ 
posed alternative uses for its indi¬ 
vidual sites are not supported by 
any evidence. Such objections in 
relation to these current proposals 
are not in the interests of a sustain¬ 
able future for Withersdane.” 

The proposals show that 
Withersdane Hall would be 
retained to house people who need 
more intensive care. 

The care village would bring jobs 
to the area but some locals feel that 
an influx of elderly residents would 
raise the average age of people in 
Wye and put a strain on resources. 

Sean Furey from Protect Kent, 
who lives in the village, said: 
“People feel that every time a chunk 
is taken off the college estate, the 
chances of it being restored to edu¬ 
cational use declines. 

“Protect Kent is very supportive 
of all efforts to maintain Wye 
College as a university campus. You 
could argue that Withersdane, with 
its use as student accommodation, 
is more integral to the university. 

“I imagine those at the care vil¬ 
lage won’t be willing to go into Wye 
and use its services and visitors are 
unlikely to spend much time there.” 


Flood risk remains as 
30mm of rain falls 

HEAVY rainfall over the past week 
has put a strain on Ashford’s rivers. 

The Great Stour burst its banks 
near Wye and fields were flooded off 
the Kennington Road as 25-30mm of 
rain fell across the region on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service was 
inundated with calls and the 
Environment Agency dealt with 
flooding incidents from the Aylesford 
stream and in Harrietsham. 

A spokesman for the agency said: 
‘We are in for a much drier spell over 
the next few days, but the flood risk 
remains if have more heavy rainfall.

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Plans for 
town are 
revealed

THE town plan for the 
next decade has been rub¬ 
ber-stamped by Ashford 
council. 

It is characterised by rapid 
growth, with thousands of new 
houses and businesses planned. 

The plan outlines how and 
where 3,100 houses and 8,000 jobs 
could be created in the area. 

The massive expansion includes 
70,000 sq metres of retail and 
leisure space, as well as 95,000 sq 
metres of office development. 

That is equivalent to building 
three more County Square exten¬ 
sions by 2021. 

The plans include a mixture of 
shops, leisure facilities and new 
homes along Elwick Road and a 
new office and business hub close 
to the station. 

It also proposes significant 


development along Victoria Way, 
the new link road south of the rail¬ 
way line linking to the station to 
south Ashford, and possible 
changes to the Vicarage Lane car 
park and Park Mall areas. 

The Town Centre Area Action 
Plan forms part of the Local 
Development Framework and sets 
out policies which will guide future 
planning applications. 

It is seen as a key economic driv¬ 
er in the town’s expansion plans. 

Richard Alderton, head of plan¬ 
ning and development for Ashford 
council, said: “An expanded town 
centre will be the economic engine 
for Ashford. This plan will help 
shape future developments and 
make the town centre a place for 
people to live, work and enjoy for 
many years to come. 

“The council has adopted the 
plan ahead of schedule, something 
which few other local authorities 
across the country have been able 
to achieve.”

Man jailed after 
red diesel crime 

A SCRAPYARD owner from Tenterden 
has been jailed for 22 months after 
admitting handling stolen red diesel. 

Clyde Chapman, 41, of Cranbrook 
Road, pleaded guilty to handling stolen 
goods from two large fuel bowsers taken 
from a building site near Smeeth in 
December 2008. 

A heavy vehicle was thought to have 
been used to force security gates and 
fencing surrounding a building site 
overnight and two bowsers containing 
fuel worth £6,708.75 in total were 
stolen. 

The next day officers from Kent 
Police’s Serious and Organised Crime 
unit carried out a search warrant at 
Chapman’s scrapyard in Tenterden and 
found a bowser between a skip lorry and 
an excavator. 

The fuel was being decanted from one 
of the stolen bowsers into fuel drums 
and loaded onto a Nissan Cabstar. 

Chapman ran away and was pursued 
on foot by police officers before being 
arrested nearby. 

The second missing bowser was found 
on some land owned by Chapman at 
Redbrook Street, Woodchurch. 

On sentencing Chapman at 
Canterbury Crown Court, Judge Adele 
Williams took into account his previous 
record and said the offence “bears all the 
hallmarks of professional criminality.” 

She also ordered the confiscation of 
Chapman’s Hitachi excavator. 

Detective Constable Dave Godden 
said: “Kent Police managed to locate the 
stolen bowsers and arrest the offender 
within 24 hours of the crime taking 
place. 

“Red diesel is a sought-after commodi¬ 
ty by opportunist thieves wanting to 
profit in the current economic climate. 

Businesses and farm-owners need to 
ensure that they have security measures 
in place to prevent their fuel being 
stolen.” 


Drinking fine Council tax rise Still 
delay is sign , , ,, , 

of the times lowest across Kent 


NEW powers to curb public drink¬ 
ing in Ashford town centre have 
been delayed because the council 
needs new signs. 

The Designated Public Places 
Order, which will apply to the town 
centre, Victoria Park and areas 
around the Stour Centre, will 
mean someone can be arrested if 
they continue to drink after being 
told not to by a police officer or 
PCSO. 

The council has been prevented 
from introducing the laws because 
new legislation has raised the max¬ 
imum fine for the offence from 
£500 to £2,500. 

Cllr Claughton, portfolio holder 
for community safety, told the 
council executive: “The fine level 
has to be displayed on the signs so 
we are waiting for confirmation of 
when this section comes into effect. 

“It is our intention to have the 
signs in place and the training con¬ 
ducted with the police just as soon 
as we have the requisite conforma¬ 
tion of when the fine levels will 
increase. 

‘We are ready to put the required 
order into place but we have been 
delayed due to the passing of the 
Policing and Crime Act 2009. 


COUNCIL tax for Ashford is set to 
rise by 2.77 per cent this year, 
adding £37.69 per year to the bill for 
a Band D property. 

The decision was made at last 
week’s council meeting. 

Ashford council’s element of the 
bill rose by just under 4 per cent. 

This year the Government has 
imposed a three per cent cap on the 
overall rise in Council Tax, which 
also includes sums towards policing 
and other emergency services. 

This means the average Band D 
cost per household from April, 
excluding parish precepts, will be 
£1,399.94. 

Cllr Peter Davison, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee, said: “The task 
group within the overview and 
scrutiny committee found the budg¬ 
et was achievable subject to provisos. 

“Although between our scrutiny 
and the executive meeting the offi¬ 
cers had made some substantial 
changes. We expect minor changes, 
but these were large figures within 
the departments and although the 
bottom line is the same, we feel these 
changes should have come back to 
the committee for re-examination.” 

The deputy leader of the council, 
Paul Bartlett, told members there

had been a number of challenges in 
delivering the budget. 

The council received a smaller 
grant from central government than 
other councils in the county, but Mr 
Bartlett said resources had been 
well managed, and increases in 
expenditure had been accommodat¬ 
ed where necessary. 

Mr Bartlett described “a difficult 
balancing act between managing 
resources and honouring the coun¬ 
cil’s commitment to provide services 
for the community and keep rises 
around the level of inflation.” 

He also said he was very proud 
that Ashford still delivered the low¬ 
est council tax in Kent.

Campaign aims 
to help fanners

A FARMER from Aldington has 
been appointed chairman of a 
national body aimed at promoting 
environmental agriculture. 

Doug Wanstall farms more than 2,300 
acres of arable crops, along with cattle, sheep 
and a large hen farm. He also runs a food 
hub operation which distributes food and 
produce from other farmers to supermarkets, 
hospitals and restaurants. 

Mr Wanstall will be heading the Campaign 
for the Farmed Environment (CFE) in Kent. 

He will liaise with farmers and landowners 
to show how they can still operate commer¬ 
cially while also benefitting the countryside. 

The CFE is a voluntary body launched by 
the Department for the Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs last November. 

It aims to promote three key areas for envi- 
ronmentally-friendly farming: resource pro¬ 
tection, farmland birds and farm wildlife. 

Mr Wanstall, who is well-known for pro¬ 
moting locally-grown farm produce, said: ‘We 
have always sought to create and enhance 
natural habitats alongside our farming oper¬ 
ation at Aldington. Through the CFE, we 
hope to raise standards of wildlife and 
resource protection. This is definitely the way 
forward for farming and the countryside.” 

Secretary of State for Deffa, Hilary Benn, 
set up the CFE so that the industry could

take a voluntary approach to environmental 
management. 

It is hoped that the scheme will be as ben¬ 
eficial for wildlife as the old set-aside scheme, 
in which the EU paid farmers not to cultivate 
right to the edge of their fields, encouraging 
more diverse wildlife. 

It has been created in association with the 
National Farmers Union and the Country 
Land and Business Association, and includes 
groups such as the Environment Agency, 
RSPB and The Wildlife Trust. 

Ben Underwood, from the Country Land 
and Business Association, said: “The aim is to 
enhance the farmed environment in a way 
that does not compromise farm businesses 
and provides opportunities for the industry 
to show off the voluntary conservation work 
being undertaken on many holdings. The 
coordinators will arrange local events on 
demonstration farms, providing guidance 
and ultimately gaining the support of as 
many farmers and landowners as possible.” 

Mr Wanstall will be joined by campaign 
coordinator Frances Clayton, who lives on a 
2,500-acre farm near Sevenoaks. 

She said: “This is a great opportunity fto 
voluntarily create new habitats for farmland 
birds and other wildlife that fit in with their 
farming operations.” 


Eurostar service resumes after crash 

EUROSTAR’S full service to Brussels returned 
to normal on Tuesday after a crash between 
two commuter trains near the Belgian capital. 

The accident meant the company had to run 
a reduced service for nearly three weeks. 

Passengers have had to use a shuttle coach 
service from Lille in France to travel to 
Brussels while the track was repaired. 

Eurostar says a speed restriction will be in 
place in the Brussels area which will add 
approximately five minutes to journey times 
and passengers are advised that other short 
delays could still occur.

Foundation's new trustee

looks after children who have suffered cruel¬ 
ty and neglect has announced the appoint¬ 
ment of a new trustee. 

Matthew Huggins spent five years at the 
foundation as a child. He has since become 
an expert in child care and campaigner on 
children’s rights. 

He said: “If it wasn’t for Caldecott, I would¬ 
n’t have achieved the success I have today. 

“I want to help ensure that Caldecott chil¬ 
dren are given the very best opportunities to 
maximise their own talents, and help them 
achieve their own goals in life.” 

The 29-year-old went into care after suf¬ 
fering at the hands of an abusive stepfather. 
He came to Caldecott in 1992 after unhappy 
experiences at other care homes. He has 
vividly chronicled his experience in a book 
which was launched at the Houses of 
Parliament last year. 


Two deny brutal murder 

TWO men from Ashford have denied murder 
at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Christopher Goldfinch, 22 and Scott 
Stevens, 23, were charged with the murder of 
Paul Hopkins, who was beaten up outside his 
home in Beecholme Drive last summer. 

Mr Hopkins, 32, suffered serious head 
injuries in the attack and died in Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital in November. 

Christopher Goldfinch pleaded not guilty to 
murder. Scott Stevens did not enter a plea. 
Both denied manslaughter. They were 
remanded in custody until May 17. 

Ram-raid at clothes shop 

CROOKS have made off with clothes worth 
thousands of pounds after ram-raiding a 
shop in Headcom. 

The raid happened in the village high 
street at about 3am on February 23, when a 
witness reported seeing a 4x4 vehicle being 
driven into the front of Lady Mop store. 

Three men, all wearing hooded tops, were 
seen taking part in the raid.

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Decision to be made on 
airport expansion plan 


CONTROVERSY:

A FINAL decision about the future 
of Lydd airport will be made this 
week. 

The airport, also known as London-Ashford, 
wants to extend the runway by 300 metres and 
build a 500,000 capacity passenger terminal at 
the site. 

The plans have proved controversial, particu¬ 
larly amongst environmentalists who say if the 
expansion programme is allowed to go ahead it 
will have a massive impact on the wildlife of 
Romney Marsh. 

Ashford council, as the neighbouring bor¬ 
ough, has objected to the plans. It feels building 
the terminal would put a strain on Ashford’s 
roads, particularly junction 10 of the M20, if 
many new passengers were attracted to the air¬ 
port. 

It also objects to increased flights over the 
borough and has concerns about the safety of 
nearby Dungemess nuclear power station. 

Jonathan Gordon, managing director of the 
airport, said: ‘We have invested £27 million in 
Lydd in recent years and plan to invest a fur¬ 
ther £25 million in the project to deliver a mod¬ 
em sustainable regional airport that Kent can 
be proud of.” 

The company says the new airport will bring 
500 much-needed jobs to the area. 


Mr Gordon added: “This is a significant pri¬ 
vate sector investment in the future of the 
Romney Marsh, at no cost to the public purse.” 

A full meeting of Shepway council will vote on 
the application this Wednesday. Its own officers 
have recommended that it should be rejected. 

A concerted campaign against the airport has 
been led by the Lydd Airport Action Group. 

Louise Barton, from the group, said: “The 
number of jobs produced from this expansion 
will be very small due to the lost tourism.” 

Pressure group Protect Kent has also come 
out against the proposals. Its director Dr Hilary 
Newport said: We have long argued that an 


expanded airport at Lydd would have an unac¬ 
ceptable impact on the tranquillity of Romney 
Marsh that attracts hundreds of thousands of 
visitors each year. 

“The expansion would blight the quality of 
life for residents and there would be unaccept¬ 
able impacts on fragile wildlife habitats.” 

Many expect the airport to call for a public 
enquiry if the plans are rejected. 

Dr Newport added: “If the decision is made 
not to expand Lydd Airport, we urge the back¬ 
ers of the scheme not to appeal, because it 
would only serve to waste further taxpayers’ 
money.”

Q 


Can you tell us about the history of the railway? 


A The Kent & East Sussex Railway was the 
very first to be built under the provisions of 
the Light Railway of 1896. The first section of 
the line was opened on April 2, 1900 from 
Robertsbridge to a station at Tenterden. In 
1903 an extension up the hill to the present 
Tenterden Town Station was opened and 
onwards to Headcom was opened in 1905. 

The line staggered along in the 1930s and was 
saved from closure by the war. The line between 
Robertsbridge and Headcom offered a diversion 
route when others were cut by enemy action. By 
1961 nearly all traffic had gone and the railway 
closed. A group of volunteers tried to reopen it 
but this was early days of preserved railways 
and the government was opposed to amateurs 
playing trains. Ministiy approval was granted 
for the reopening from Tenterden to Bodiam in 
1974. Further progress was steady but 
“Challenge Anneka (Rice)” opened Northiam in 
1990 and it reached Bodiam in 2000. 


Q 


How did you get involved? 


A Sometime in the mid 1970s I was driving 
down the A28 to Rye when I went over an 
abandoned level crossing at Northiam and 
there, on the derelict station building, was a 
notice asking for volunteers to rebuild the line. 
For many years I worked as a signalman con¬ 
trolling the trains but in 1996 the board of direc¬ 


tors was looking to complete the last link to 
Bodiam. Having some experience of government 
and european grant funding, I was invited to 
join the board as funding director and then 
when the Bodiam extension started in earnest, 
as chairman of the subsidiary constmction com¬ 
pany Bodiam 2000 Ltd. In 20001 was elected as 
chairman of the Trustees. 

A Why do you think steam trains seem to have such a long 
({lasting appeal? 

A Steam trains appeal to different age groups 
at different levels. Older generations will 
remember travelling on them to school and 
work; my memories are of the Atlantic Coast 
Express to Plymouth. Younger people do not 
remember them the same way and for some of 
our young visitors, this will be the first time. 
Steam engines exude power, heat and unforget¬ 
table smells of steam and smoke. Yet they are 
approachable and controlled, not like the jet 
engine. And it is not just the engines themselves 
but the experience of steam train travel - the 
clickety clack on the rail joints; an engine puff¬ 
ing hard to climb the steep hill into Tenterden. 


Q 


How does the railway support itself? 


Q Can you tell us something about what is happening on 
the railway this year? 

A Details of all our events can be found on the 
website www.kesr.org.uk. New this year is 
The Weald’s Big Day Out on March 28 when 
children can travel for free with a paying adult 
and also enjoy free entiy into Bodiam Castle. 


A As an educational charity, we are completely 
dependent for our income on welcoming vis¬ 
itors and showing them something of the histo- 
ly of steam railways. Passengers buy tickets to 
ride on our trains and they also visit our buffet 
and shop. But we also have a full range of serv¬ 
ices including the opportunity to learn to drive a 
train. All these generate the revenue we need to 
maintain and restore our fleet of vintage locomo¬ 
tives, carriages and wagons. We have 2,000 
members, 300 are active volunteers, carrying 
out practically every sort of duty on the railway. 

Q Do you have any plans to extend the track or get more 
engines? 

A We would always be interested in acquir¬ 
ing more rolling stock which is appropriate 
to our rural light railway and extending the 
line beyond Bodiam to Robertsbridge with the 
Rother Valley Railway Ltd. 

| Why should people come and visit the K&ESR? 

A lt is a fantastic day out. Take the train to 
Bodiam, walk over to the National Trust’s 
famous moated castle, and enjoy a cream tea 
on the way back. Savour the sights, sounds 
and smells of a steam engine. But if you are 
looking for more, soak up the atmosphere of a 
genuine rural light railway snaking its way 
along the valley floor and across the marsh.

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Rotary day highlights 
fight to eradicate polio

MEMBERS of Ashford’s Rotary 
Club gathered at County Square 
last week to celebrate the group’s 
work in tackling polio. 

It coincided with the anniversary of the 
founding of the Ashford branch back in 1922. 

Polio Plus, the organisation’s most ambitious 
programme, has tackled the disease in the UK 
and across the world. 

The virus is highly contagious and attacks 
the nervous system. It can cause severe disabil¬ 
ity or even death. 

Immunisation 

There have been serious outbreaks in Kent, 
including one in Ashford in 1950, but thanks to 
the club’s immunisation programme, it has 
been eliminated from the UK since 1985. 

Ashford’s Rotary celebrations saw the Mayor 
of Ashford, Cllr John Holland, cutting a birth¬ 
day cake. It was then shared with visitors to the 
club’s information area at the shopping centre. 

Rotary has raised more than £1 billion to help 
eradicate the disease worldwide. 

The Polio Plus programme helps Rotary fund 
operational costs, such as transportation, vac¬ 
cine delivery, social mobilization and training of 
health workers. 

The charity works to encourage both donor 
and polio-affected Governments to commit 


the political and financial resources needed to 
eradicate polio. 

Many visitors at the Ashford event talked 
about how they had been affected by polio. 
They continue to get symptoms many years 


later from a continuation of the inflammatory 
process and gave firsthand accounts if its 
paralysing effects. 

It is estimated that there are still around 
125,000 survivors in the UK alone. 


Police in plea 
for witnesses 
to sex attack

A 27-year-old local woman was attacked 
as she walked down an alleyway between 
Cypress Avenue and Springwood Close in 
the Godinton. 

The offender was white, 6ft tall, medium 
build with short dark hair. He was wear¬ 
ing black or blue jogging bottoms with a 
dark long-sleeved jacket that rustled as 
he moved. He had white trainers with a 
black/blue arch, possibly Reeboks. 

Investigations are continuing including 
forensic reports, and anniversary checks 
were held last week. No similar attacks 
have been reported in the area.

A NEW report entitled Water- 
birds In The UK 2007/08 has 
highlighted the importance of 
Kent as a winter destination for 
winged visitors. 

Each winter this country sees the arrival of 
millions of waterbirds from the Arctic and 
northern Europe. 

Dungeness, The Swale and the Medway 
estuary are all prime destinations in the 
county for thousands of birds. 

Dungeness is listed in the report as being 
internationally important for two species, 
shoveler and mute swan. In the last five years 
the area and nearby Rye Bay supported an 
average of 36,165 birds. 

Meanwhile, The Swale supported an aver¬ 
age of 79,361 birds over the last five years, 
with black-tailed godwit, golden plover and 
pintail occurring in internationally impor¬ 
tant numbers. 

The Medway has three species occurring 
in internationally important numbers - avo- 
cet, pintail and black-tailed godwit. 

Over the last five years it has supported an 
average of 29,413 birds. 

Dr Mark Avery, the RSPB’s conservation 
director, said: “Two aspects of this long- 
running study really stand out. 

“Firstly, that bird populations change over 
time and understanding this is critical to 
developing future conservation strategies. 

“Secondly, that the UK’s wetlands, and 
particularly those on the coast, are of enor¬ 
mous importance to the survival of a great 
number of waterbirds which migrate from 
many other countries. 

“The protection and wise management of 
our wetlands is a priority to ensure that they 
continue to provide a lifeline to bird popula¬ 
tions in the face of climate change.” 

Shifting 

An analysis of the 50 most widespread 
winter-visiting wetland birds showed there 
had been some dramatic changes over the 
last decade - and emphasised the impor¬ 
tance of protecting sites such as The Swale, 
the Medway and Dungeness in the face of a 
UK-wide decline in some species. 

Birds faring the worst compared with a 
decade ago included ringed plover, pochard, 
bar-tailed godwit and Greenland white- 
fronted goose. 

However, on a positive note, the five species 
recording the greatest increases over the 
period included little egret, whooper swan, 
black-tailed godwit, avocet and barnacle 
goose. 

For some declining species, such as ringed 
plover and bar-tailed godwit, it seems they 
are shifting away from wintering in the UK, 
choosing instead to spend the winter in 
continental Europe. 

Those species which have increased in 
numbers have been increasing for a variety 
of reasons. 

Avocets are believed to have increased 
because of milder winters and targeted 
conservation action, while black-tailed god- 
wits and whooper swans, which migrate from 


Winged spectacle 
on your doorstep 

DUNGENESS, The Swale and the Medway estuary 
all offer excellent opportunities to watch birds. 

Viewing hides have been set up on Elmley 
Marshes RSPB reserve, while the unusually-named 
Horrid Hill at Riverside Country Park, near 
Gillingham, offers 360-degree views over the 
Medway estuary. 

The expanse of mudflats and the wide skies 
contribute to the excellent viewing conditions and, 
despite its name, Horrid Hill is one of the most 
attractive sites in north Kent for birdwatchers. 

Dungeness is internationally regarded as an 
excellent site for birdwatchers and its bird 
observatory is a registered charity with a warden 
present between March and November. 

Its main recording area - where bird numbers 
are compiled - is the south-eastern corner of the 
shingle promontory that juts into the western 
limits of the Strait of Dover. 

A daily record is kept of all birds spotted in the 
area and this is available for visitors to consult. 

The main threat to the county's bird population 
is development, with proposals for an expansion of 
Lydd airport and plans for an offshore airport in 
the Thames estuary being of particular concern. 

The huge number of new houses being planned 
for the county will also put tremendous strain on 
its environment. 


Iceland, are thought to be increasing because 
of subtle changes in farming there, possibly 
linked to climate change. 

The annual report is based on the field¬ 
work of some 3,000 bird-surveyors partici¬ 
pating in synchronized monthly counts at 
wetlands, including estuaries, marshes, lakes 
and reservoirs, across the UK. 

Chas Holt, of the British Trust for Orni¬ 
thology, said: “The changes in waterbird 
populations identified each year by the 
Wetland Bird Survey highlight the impor¬ 
tance of monitoring our wetlands. 

‘Without the dedicated efforts of volun¬ 
teers throughout the UK, we would know 
far less than we do about how our waterbird 
populations are faring, and which sites are of 
most importance for them. 

“Future research and conservation efforts, 
both at the national and international level, 
can be suitably directed using information 
collected by these volunteers.” 

Partners 

Richard Hearn, head of species monitoring 
at the World Wildlife Trust, said: “Where 
declines of these migratory waterbirds have 
been noted in the UK, we must guard against 
assuming these birds are wintering further 
east in parts of Europe previously too cold. 

“Climate-related changes in distribution 
have the potential to mask more serious con¬ 
servation problems, so it is more important 
than ever that we get the complete picture by 
working with partners abroad to monitor 
these birds across their flyways.”

up future of new academy

THE Christ Church School in 
Millbank Road near Kingsnorth 
has revealed what its new name 
will be when it becomes an acade¬ 
my next year. 

The school will be known as The John Wallis 
Church of England Academy. 

John Wallis was a 17th-century mathemati¬ 
cian and priest who came from Ashford. He 
was bom in 1616, the same year that William 
Shakespeare died. 

After growing up in Ashford and Tenterden 
he went to Cambridge to study to be a doctor. 

However, his interest in medical matters 
soon faded and he became more interested in 
mathematics, initially through his intrigue for 
ciphers and codes. 

During the English Civil War he helped the 
Parliamentarians decipher messages sent by 
the Royalists. However, he fell out with the 
parliamentary cause when they decided to 
execute Charles I. He then concentrated on his 
academic career. 

In 1649 he made the move to Cambridge’s 
great rival Oxford, to become professor of 
geometry. 

He is credited with making major break¬ 
throughs in trigonometry, calculus and geome¬ 
try and is famed for his mental-arithmetic 
talents. 

On one night he calculated the square root of 
a number with 53 digits in his head and in the 
morning he dictated the 27 digit square root of 
the number entirely from memory.

The new Church of England academy will be 
headed by John McParland, currently the 
headteacher at a Catholic secondary school in 
Maidstone.

It can easily 
take 10 to 20 minutes to go 100 
metres to turn left - most cars are 
turning left to get onto the 
motorways, or to Lidl, Farmfoods, 
Sainsburys, Waitrose, etc. 

There should at least be a filter 
light for the left turn, it would not 
change the sequence of the traffic 
lights, as the cars can turn left at 
the same time cars from New St 
are turning right, the pavement 
there is about three times the 
width of the road. 

The council, due to all the grants 
from this government, is building 
more and more housing around the 
town centre, I never travel in rush 
hour, I cannot imagine how long it 
takes people in the morning trying 
to get to work, to drive to the end of 
this lOOmetres.

The Greek financial crisis could be good news for British sunseekers, says Gary Wright 



THE thing I’ve resented most about the 
credit crunch has been how expensive 
it’s become to go abroad. 

But that’s about to change. As the banking crisis led 
to global recession, I watched the value of my holiday 
pound slump. 

This was in large part due to our Government’s 
solution to the problem, quantative easing, or 
printing money as most African dictators would know 
it. 

A cheap pound makes our products more saleable 
abroad, unfortunately we don’t produce much and 
our one big skill - financial services - is no longer in 
such great demand. 

And weren’t our chums across the Channel happy? 
The Germans, Belgians and French quickly realised 
Angleterre was the place for a bargain. 

They came across, shopping for clothes and shoes, 
then wondered why we weren’t visiting Calais quite 
so often any more. 

Well you wouldn’t, would you? Tesco wine is 
cheaper over here and I’m not comfortable paying 
eight quid for a bit of cheese made from sheep milk. 

Anyway, the annual Wright family excursion has 
been a little squeezed in the past couple of years 
because of GB Ltd’s financial mess. 

Portugal and Mallorca, turned out to be a bit pricey 
last year, and even Turkey the previous year 
admitted prices were up and Brits weren’t spending 


as much. No wonder. 

I can get a fried breakfast cheaper in a transport 
cafe here than I could in sunny Marmaris. And that’s 
not the way it should be. Because the idea of a holiday 
abroad is that it’s so cheap you can come home and 
tell everyone how four of you ate out, drank gallons of 
the local booze, took a taxi back and still had so many 
pesetas/drachmas/lire left out of a tenner. 

But for the past 18 months we’ve had to scrimp and 
visiting Med hotspots has become a bit pricey. 

However, those nice Greeks are set to make it all 
better again. I love Greece. Holidays there have 
always been fun, sunny and cheap. But it’s in real 
financial trouble and finally having to face up to 
economic reality. 

France and Germany are pretty cross with Greek 
PM George Papandreou, since they have propped up 
the euro while our Mediterranean pals enjoy the 
benefits of stable interest rates and currency exchange. 

Merkel and Sarkozy, along with the IMF, have 
given George a bit of a kicking, demanded he cut 
borrowing and spending, otherwise the country’s 
international credit rating will resemble Zimbabwe’s. 

The Greek crisis has highlighted a dangerous 
weakness in the euro, proving that an interest rate 
and currency that stretches across borders 2,000 
miles apart won’t work unless everyone is sensible. 

And that means the euro will become less 
attractive, will fall in value and we Brits can enjoy 
cheap holidays again. Retsina all round then.

In 1999 in Paris they said we 
were “the first generation that 
could look forward to no wars and 
to none of our children dying in 
wars”.

Reduce rent and get 
shops open again 

Kent Green Party is urging owners 
of commercial premises such as 
shops to lower their rents to try to 
attract tenants. With all town 
centres in Kent and Medway 
showing vacancies, one way a 
double-dip recession may be 
avoided is to create new 
opportunities using empty shops. 

Empty shopfronts are apparent in 
every town centre in Kent. A major 
barrier to the use of these 
properties is the level of commercial 
rent expected by owners. Would it 
not be better to have some income 
and keep properties in better repair 
through use rather than have an 
empty shop and no income? The 
combined initiative of Kent’s local 
councils, the No Use Empty 
campaign has made some steps 
towards putting properties into use. 

But the process could be speeded 
up if commercial landlords were 


willing to reduce rents, if necessary 
for short leases, to get property into 
use. There is considerable scope for 
regeneration of urban centres based 
on refurbishment, rather than new 
build if the roughly 22,000 empty 
homes across Kent and Medway 
are put back into use too. Town 
centre shops need customers. Town 
centre residents make good 
customers. 

If these efforts are made in 
combination with raising energy 
efficiency and the use of solar 
technology for energy supply, then 
businesses could also have lower 
energy costs in the future. Green 
Party research indicates that a 
Green New Deal package could 
create one million sustainable jobs. 

Making full use of existing 
buildings is a key part of this.

THIS summer - the 70th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain - will see a gathering of 
veterans at the official memorial to 
the heroes of the RAF. 

On Sunday, July 11, former airmen will 
parade before Prince Michael of Kent at 
Capel-le-Ferne, while Spitfire and Hurricane 
fighters and a Lancaster bomber roar 
overhead. 


The public is invited to attend what is sure 
to be a special day at the memorial, which 
includes a wall inscribed with the names of 
men who lost their lives, a sculpture of a pilot 
gazing out to sea and replica Hurricane and 
Spitfire fighter planes. 

Cadets from all three branches of the armed 
services will attend, along with the band of the 
RAF. Standards from RAF squadrons will also 
be paraded on the day. 

A spokesman said: “It’s sure to be a great 
day. But as well as veterans, dignitaries and 
cadets, the public are also invited along and 
pay their respects.” 

The Battle of Britain took place in the

summer of 1940 after Hitler’s Nazi forces had 
taken control of France and the Low 
Countries. 

As a prelude to a planned invasion of 
Britain, the Luftwaffe was ordered to destroy 
the Royal Air Force which it greatly 
outnumbered. Raids lasted until the autumn 
as Fighter Command fended off waves of 
German bombers and tangled with their 
escorting ME 109 and ME 110 fighters. 

Eventually the raids stopped and the threat 
of invasion was lifted - giving rise to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s famous tribute: 
“Never in the field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few”.

De Niro's still the daddy as all-star 
cast line-up to join his film family

JUST how much do parents really 
know about their children’s lives? 

Everybody’s Fine, a remake of an Italian 
film, suggests not as much as they think. 

The film sees Oscar-winner Robert De Niro 
playing Frank Goode, a widower who 
has spent his life working in a wire factory, 
earning money to support his family. 

When he retires, he realises he hasn’t spent 
enough time with his children and sets off 
on a road trip across the US to surprise each 
of them. 

He expects to find them living the successful 
lives his wife had always told him about, but 
the reality is very different. 

As a father-of-four sons and one adopted 
daughter, 66-year-old De Niro knew only 
too well how complicated family relationships 
can be and it was this that appealed about 
the film. 

“I can identify with this stuff, to say the 
least. I can understand what Frank is going 
through with his kids and that’s what was so 
interesting to me,” he says, in his unmistake- 
able drawl. 

“I have five kids and two grandchildren, so I 
could easily draw on [my own experience] 
when it was applicable to this film.” 

He’s not afraid of how his children will 
respond to the film - and whether they’ll see 
their dad in the character of Frank. 

“I think they’ll see it eventually... God knows 
what they’ll say,” he smiles, eyes twinkling. 

Such is De Niro’s pulling power as an actor, 
that Drew Barrymore, Kate Beckinsale and 
Sam Rockwell lined up to play his on-screen 
children, Rosie, Amy and Robert, and they 
worked hard to recreate a family. 

“I hate those fake Hollywood families where 
people do one read-through and suddenly 
they’re a family,” says Barrymore, 34, whose 
character is “a dancer” in Las Vegas. 

“This was different because we spent a lot of 
time together so the tactile feeling of affection 
would come across between us. 


“With Robert De Niro, I felt I couldn’t just 
call him ‘Bob’, so I started calling him ‘Daddy 
D’. I wanted to get to know him well enough so 
that those emotions would happen naturally 
on screen.” 

Beckinsale said: “I think we all felt very con¬ 
nected and cobbled together, like a real family. 
Everyone was full of emotions about the story. 

“We might not have had the same experi¬ 
ences as our characters, but the themes of 
secrets in families, trying to protect your par¬ 


ents and the relationships between siblings 
was something each of us could relate to. 

“It was especially personal to Bob and that 
sort of filtered down to each of us.” 

Everybody’s Fine was written and directed 
by Nanny McPhee’s Kirk Jones and based on 
the Italian film Stanno Tutti Bene by Oscar- 
winning director Giuseppe Tomatore, itself a 
follow-up to his classic Cinema Paradiso. 

“I was very aware of how universal family is 
as a theme, possibly second only to the theme

of love, which half the films we watch are 
about,” says Jones, who lives in Bristol. 

He admits he didn’t have a plan B if De Niro 
had turned down the role of Frank. 

“There wasn’t really a back-up plan. I just 
knew he was right. After meeting him in New 
York I knew he was absolutely perfect for the 
role. It was just a matter of waiting for him to 
realise he was perfect for the role.” 

De Niro didn’t let him down.

the Adriatic, and we slipped 
over the side to swim in the 
ciystal-clear waters. 

It was the perfect way to cool off at 
the end of a day that had seen us 
explore Croatia’s second city of 
Split, with its well-preserved Greek 
and Roman ruins. 

After our refreshing swim in the 
bay at Brae we clambered back 
aboard the Emanuel, a compact, 
vintage-style cruise ship which 
offers seven-day tours of Croatia’s 
coast and islands this summer. 

We moored in Bol on Brae, an old 
fishing port enjoying something of a 
boom as a resort. 

Along the quayside, the local win¬ 
ery produces the local Bolski Plavac, 
a red wine made from local black 
grapes, and where you can enjoy 
tastings. 

About 15 minutes’ walk from the 
harbour is the beach of Zlatni Rat, or 
Golden Horn, a spectacular mini¬ 
peninsular of clean white pebbles 
stretching out to sea that has been 
acclaimed as among the world’s top 
ten beaches. 

We had spent our first night on 
board Emanuel moored in the medi¬ 
aeval walled city of Trogir, an easy 
drive from Split Airport. The next 
morning, we headed north by road 
along the Dalmatian coast. 

Fishing ports with their red-roofed 
houses dot the coastline, including 
the picturesque Primostan, a small 
village with narrow, winding streets 
set on a hilly peninsula.

to admire the magnificent 15th cen¬ 
tury St Jakob’s Cathedral, which 
took 105 years to build with stone 
from Brae. 

Further north is Zadar, an ancient 
and imposing town surrounded 
almost entirely by water and where 
film director Alfred Hitchcock, on a 
visit in the 1960s, pronounced its 
sunsets as the most beautiful he had 
seen in the world. 

To the south is the 36-mile long 
Makarska Riviera, above which tow¬ 
ers the 5,780-foot Mount Biokovo, a 
seemingly inaccessible mass of rock.

for a bigger cabin, taking five adults in comfort 
with three proper seats and acres of space in 
the back. Back seats fold in one movement for 
a completely flat cargo area. 

Mid-range Expression trim (as tested) 
brings overhead lockers and shelving, folding 
tables on front seatbacks, multi-position par¬ 
cel shelf and folding front passenger seat. 

However, the dashboard betrays van origins; 
it works well enough, but you are faced by a 
grim acreage of plastic though the situation is 
rescued partly by the glassy airiness and 
pleasant driving manners of the Kangoo. 

Two 1.6-litre petrol options are available, but 
the 1.5dCi diesel is the big draw. I like this 
engine’s flexibility and Renault underlines the 
point by offering three outputs: 68PS (67bhp), 
86PS (85bhp) and 106PS (104bhp). 

The first two have less than 140g/km of C02 
emissions, so they qualify for Renault’s eco2 
‘green label’ though still attracting £ 120/year 
in road tax and £110 after 1 April. 

The 86PS unit fitted to the test car proved to 
be about right for the Kangoo, with a good mix 
of economy and power for a vehicle that may be 
worked hard as a family troop carrier or even a 
commercially-operated courtesy vehicle or taxi.

Families help out the 
younger generation 
instead of saving 

PARENTS helping their children get on 
to the property ladder is the main reason 
behind the growing property market in 
the past ten months. 

According to one investment advisor, 
they realise that putting their money 
into housing is likely to provide a better 
return than keeping it in the bank. 

Stuart Law, chief executive officer at 
property investment advice group 
Assetz said: “Parents are coming to 
the conclusion they should perhaps be 
helping their children with this money, 
rather than seeing it languish in a 
bank account where there’s no interest 
being paid.” 

More products entering the mortgage 
market, including higher loan-to-value 
deals, are also boosting the housing mar¬ 
ket, Mr Law continued. He predicted five 
per cent growth for the property market 
this year, adding that it is dealing with 
the risks still present. 

Figures from the National Association 
of Estate Agents revealed that the 
percentage of sales made to first-time 
buyers increased from 19 per cent in 
December 2009 to 23 per cent last 
month.

Leon miss out on top-ten 


LISA Dobriskey is unlikely to compete 
again until the outdoor track season 
begins in May after withdrawing from 
the Grand Prix in Birmingham. 

The 26-year-old was hoping to run at 
the World Indoor Championships in 
Doha this month. After missing the 
national trials in Sheffield in February 
with a back injury, the Grand Prix, two 
weeks ago, was Dobriskey’s last chance to 
prove her fitness to selectors. 

Despite injections helping the Ashford- 
born 1500-metre runner to overcome the 
back problem, with just one competitive 
run indoors this winter she was reluc¬ 
tant to rush back too quickly.

She said: “I didn’t want to put myself in 
that environment and race under pres¬ 
sure if I didn’t feel I was quite ready or 
had any indication to suggest I was 
ready. I picked up a bit of a cold as well, 
the odds just seemed completely against 
it so we abandoned that idea. It could’ve 
gone a bit wrong.” 

Focus now switches to peaking for the 
European Athletics Championships in 
July, the highlight of the 2010 season. 
Dobriskey will prepare for the outdoor 
season with speed work in Portugal fol¬ 
lowed by a month of altitude training in 
France later in the spring. 

Winter training can have a significant 
bearing on how athletes perform during 
the all-important outdoor champi¬ 
onships in the summer. Although by her 
own admission the last few months have 
been interrupted by niggles, she is con¬ 
tent with her fitness. 

She said: ‘When I look back to last year 
I don’t even think I was running at this 
time, so I’m quite happy with how things 
are going. It’s just been a bit disruptive 
here and there, nobody ever has a perfect 
winter, you always miss the odd week 
with a cold or something, so I’m reason¬ 
ably happy with how things have gone.” 

It is unclear exactly when she will make 
a competitive return, but if everything 
goes to plan it is most likely to be in May. 


TWO rider errors cost Leon Camier 
the chance to net top-ten finishes at 
the opening round of the World 
Superbike Championship in 
Australia on Sunday. 

The 23-year-old managed to claim ten points 
from the weekend at Phillip Island after finish¬ 
ing both races in 11th place, but felt he wasted 
a good opportunity to claim even more points 
after two costly errors. 

The Ashford rider’s weekend started poorly 
with a timing error in qualifying which saw 
him miss the chance to post a time good enough 
for a top-ten grid slot. He started both races 
from 16th on the grid. 

Camier got off the line well in race one and 
made up three positions on the opening lap and

began to close on the lead group. He moved up 
to 11th spot on lap two and began to fill James 
Toseland’s mirrors. 

After Toseland’s spectacular accident a lap 
later, Camier surged up to seventh place, but a 
mistake on lap eight saw him drop down the 
field. The Aprilia rider missed his braking point 
at the hairpin and ran wide before rejoining the 
track in 14th position. Camier recovered to fin¬ 
ish the race in 11th place behind race winner 
Leon Haslam. 

The second race followed a similar pattern, as 
the former British Superbike champion made a 
lightening quick start and moved into seventh 


place after the opening lap. However, while try¬ 
ing to grab sixth spot he ran wide at the same 
comer in the first race and had to battle hard to 
earn 11th spot by the chequered flag. Carlos 
Checa won the race by pipping Haslam to the 
line in the final comer. 

Camier said: “I’m very sorry about all of the 
mistakes I made. In race one I went off track to 
avoid hitting my team-mate when I overshot 
while braking. I then just had to push as hard 
as I could to make up as many positions as pos¬ 
sible. I’m really disappointed as my lap times 
were very good and I think we could have had 
an excellent result. We’ve improved a lot, but I 
wasted a good opportunity.” 

Camier will be determined to atone for his 
errors when the series heads to Portugal’s 
Portimao circuit on March 28 for the second 
round of the championship.
